He 
moved to New York, owing to a change 
in the management of the office that 
threw* him out, and I never saw him 
again. When the linotype machine 
came in, I was one of the men to go 
out, just as he> did. I have been out 
most of the time since. They say in 
ventions are a good thing. I won’t al¬ 
ways see it myself, but I suppose I’m 
prejudiced. A man naturally is when 
he loses a steady job because a machine 
takes his place. About this Christianity 
he tells about, it’s all right, but I never 
expect to see any such sacrifice on the 
part of church people. So far as my ob¬ 
servation goes, they’re just as selfish 
and as greedy for money or worldly 
success as anybody. I except the bishop 
and Dr. Brace and a few others, but I 
never found much difference between 
men of tho world, as they’re called, and 
church members when it Came to busi¬ 
ness and money making. One class is 
just as bad as another there.”

three special schools for dairy and 
creamery instructions, 19 stations for 
seed control and seven for chemical 
control, where fertilizers, soils, feeding 
stuffs, etc., are analyzed. 

"On the dairy farms special attention 
is paid to having warm, well lighted 
and ventilated stables, animals curried 
and cleaned daily, not exposed to cold, 
changeable weather in winter, always 
watered at their places in the stable 
when stable fed, rations fed which 
nearly correspond to the feeding stand¬ 
ard, and the waste products well cared 
for.” 

On many of the farms there is a reg¬ 
ular system of bookkeeping, and fig¬ 
ures were obtained directly from the 
books. In .the south of Sweden the 
land is level and climate mild, and a 
great deal of sugar beet is grown, and 
the beet pulp is largely used in winter 
in feeding dairy stock, the grower re¬ 
ceiving from the factory one-half the 
weight of pulp that he furnishes of 
beets. In this section also there are 
but few fences, and the cattle are not 
allowed loose in pasture, but when not 
in stables are tethered out and moved 
several times a day. Thus by the time 
the row of cows has moved across a 
field the clover or grass at the end 
where they began has obtained a good 
growth. 

In the northern part of Sweden more 
pasture lands are fenced and cattle 
turned into them, and as they cannot 
grow many of the crops usual in the 
southern section their dependence is 
upon hay and oats. In central Sweden 
the farmers are mostly also fishermen, 
and their cattle are dry In summer, 
running to pasture with little attention, 
and feeding in winter upon the bay 
grown there which is of very good 
quality, adapted to producing both 
milk and butter of excellent flavor and 
generally very good. 

At Aluarp. one of the two large ag¬ 
ricultural colleges located near the ex¬ 
treme south end, they have 750 acres 
under cultivation and grow from 125 
to 250 acres of beets for the sugar fac¬ 
tory, receiving hack one*hnlf the weight 
of the product in beet pulp. They had 
when Mr. Fries visited them 101 milk 
cows, 77 heifers, 7 serviceable bulls, 1 
young hull,' 12 heifer calves, 2 bull 
calves, 30 farm horses, 5 carriage 
horses and 2 young horses. The cows 
are partly full blooded Holsteins and 
Shorthorns and grades of these two 
breeds weighing from 1.000 to 1,200 
pounds per head. 

The ration is proportioned to the 
amount of milk given, and we will 
quote It id full as given in winter. 
When there is green food, the cows 
have freshly cut green oats and vetch 
mixed and have nothing else. Cows 
giving over 20 pounds of milk a day 
have 00.14 pounds of sugar beet pulp. 
9.92 pounds clover hay, 2.20 pounds of 
oat and barley chop, 3.31 pounds sun¬ 
flower seed cake, 2.20 pounds of palm- 
I nut cake. 1.10 pounds rape seed cake 
i and 12,12 pounds straw. This is fig¬ 
ured to contain 33.22 pounds of dry 
matter, of which the digestible portion 
; contains 3.13 pounds of proteids, 17.33 
j pounds carbohydrates, .SO pounds fat. 
i a feeding ratio of 1 to 0.3. 

The cows giviug from 13 to 20 pounds 
of milk per day receive the same 
amounts of beet pulp, clover liny, rape 
seed cake and straw, hut the oat and 
barley chop and palm out cake are re- 
; duced to one-half the amount named 
above and the sunflower seed cake to 
two-thirds. This furnishes 30.32 
pounds of dry matter, of which 2.56 is 
proteids, 10.39 carbohydrates and .07 
fat, a ratio of 1 to 0.9. 

CoWS giving less than 13 pounds a 
day get the same amount of clover hay 
and straw, hut only one-third the 
Amount of beet pulp and the same 
amount of chop and sunflower seed 
cake as those that give 13 to 20 pounds, 
but they hrive no palm nut or rape seed 
cake. Their ration has 23.87 pounds 
Of dry matter, of which 1.75 is proteids, 
11.73 carbohydrates, .45 fat, or a ratio 
of 1 to 7.3. 

The cows are considered profitable 
until 10 to 12 years old, are milked 
nine to ten months In the year on an 
average, and the average yield is 7,26€ 
pounds of milk for Holsteins and 6.00C 
for Shorthorns, or 7,040 pounds for the 
entire herd, with Ah average of 3.2 pet 
cent butter fat 


Some ol tlie Differences Between 
Dairy and Creamery Products. 

In looking over the large butter mar¬ 
kets we find the prices quoted to be 
from about 10 to 25 cents per pound, 
Some year 0 ago the difference was 
much greater, varying from 30 cents 
down to 4 cents per pound, writes Pro¬ 
fessor F, O. Curtis of Wisconsin. The 
markets show a better state of things 
now, for a perfect article of butter can 
be bought for a reasonable price, and 
the extreme low qualities are not sent 
to Ike large markets, The improve¬ 
ments that have made this change 
were first discarding the use of the 
common shallow open pan for raising 
the cream and using in its stead a large 
deep pan, setting in cold spring or ice 
water. Then came the deep setting, a. 
can about 8 inches in diameter and 
20 inches deep, with a close cover, set in 
cold water as deep as the milk, which 
was called the shotgun, a common 
sense can which has proved very valu¬ 
able and is still largely used where 
parties are unable or unwilling to use 
a separator. Further improvements 
were made in the use of the thermom¬ 
eter to secure the necessary tempera¬ 
ture and stopping the churn at the 
granular stage of churning. Then came 
the creameries, so called, which brought 
into use improved machinery and uten¬ 
sils for manufacturing large quantities 
of butter of a uniform and extra qual¬ 
ity. 

Much ignorance exists as to the 
meaning of the word “creamery.” 
Many suppose it to be a newfangled 
process that produces a butter that is 
good only when new, but does not keep 
and robs the honest dairy woman of 
her hard earned reputation. I think 
this ignorance carries with it a preju¬ 
dice so great that its devotees are un¬ 
willing to learn or even admit that the 
so called creamery butter that brings 
25 cents per pound is as good as that 
made in the old way, much of which is 
sold at a far lower price. It is true that 
many farm dairies have adopted the 
simple improvements I have alluded to 
and are making just as fine butter as 
the high priced creameries—yes, in 
many eases better, as they command 
the milk used from start to finish—and 
I will add that by adopting these sim¬ 
ple improvements they can make more 
butter, a perfect article, and save half 
the labor over the old way. The labor 
is the cause of nearly all the bad but¬ 
ter complained of.

In other words, through neglect 
of the simplest and most elementary 
conditions of butter making nearly 100 
per cent on the actual selling price 
Was lost to the creamery.

Ten men, all New Yorkers ex¬ 
cepting two, are reported to have 
secured practical control of Ameri¬ 
can railways. This is the greatest 
trust yet, and it remains to be 
seen whether these ten men will 
operate these roads with the rights 
of the public in mind, as well as 
their individual and corporate 
gain, or whether they will merely 
exploit the public to enrich them¬ 
selves. Corporate power abused 
will hear from the people, and if 
these magnates are far-sighted 
they will guard self-interest by 
cultivating public expediency and 
favor. 


Littlefield at the Front. 

The people of our second district 
have just reasons to-day to feel 
proud of “The tall and stalwart 
man from Maine.” 

Less than two months ago, there 
appeared on the floors of Congress, 
a man who had been sent there to 
fill a position made vacant, not by 
resignation, expulsion nor succes¬ 
sion, but by the death of a man, 
than whom none in Congress en¬ 
joyed more honor and esteem. To¬ 
day, the name of that man is fa¬ 
miliar in every American home 
where an Interest has been taken 
in the Brigham Roberts case. 
That name which the American 
people are so proudly applauding, 
is the name of no less a person 
than our own Hon. Chas. E. Little¬ 
field ot the Second District of 
Maine. 

Mr. Littlefield is a man true to 
his convictions, and the position 
which he has taken in the Roberts 
case has demonstrated the fact that 
he is not in Congress to drift with 
the tide. His yesterday’s speech 
occupied two hours and twenty 
minutes, during which time, he 
held the earnest and undivided at¬ 
tention of the members of the 
House and the crowded galleries. 

Mr. Littlefield spoke to a House, 
almost every member of which 
had previously decided upon a 
course of action contrary to his 
judgment, to a body of political 
leaders bitterly opposed to his 
position, yet his invincible argu¬ 
ment tore the arguments of his op¬ 
ponents into shreds, shook to the 
very foundation the position held 
by ike majority of the committee, 
and stamped Mr. LhUefield one of 
the most powerful debaters on the 
floors of Congress.

The purpose of the 
canal is to provide an outlet for 
the selvage of Chicago into the 
Illinois River instead of allowing 
a large part of it to run into Lake 
Michigan as heretofore. Surpris¬ 
ing as it may seem, Lake Michi¬ 
gan has not only for many years 
been the cesspool for Chicago hut 
also the source of her water sup¬ 
ply. For years the question of 
providing a pure water supply has 
been before the great western me¬ 
tropolis, and the outcome is this 
great sanitary canal. The channel 1 
proper, is29 miles in length, and 
is in part cut through solid rock. 
Through this channel the water 
will flow from Lake Michigan into 
the Illinois river. The canal is 
constructed by a sanitary district 
organized under a law authorizing 
such corporations. Trustees, who 
are elected by the people, have 
authority to levy and collect taxes 
and to issue bonds for the purpos¬ 
es of the work. The estimated 
cost of the canal i® $35,000,000. In 
the construction the Des Plaines 
River has been turned from its 
original course into an artificial 
channel, and the usual bed of the 
river used for the construction of 
the canal for some distance. Many 
interesting questions arise in con¬ 
nection With the building of this 
canal. Good judges say that the 
large quantity ot water which will 
be taken will materially lower 
Lake Michigan, Huron, and Erie. 
Other competent authorities dis¬ 
pute this belief. Again, the peo¬ 
ple of the Illinois valley are not 
pleased with the idea of having 
the filth of a great city turned 
into their valley, but good evi¬ 
dence shows that no inconvenience 
will result. No towns take their 
water supply from the Illinois 
River and much sewage is now 
poured into it by towns along its 
banks. 

Typhoid fever has prevailed to 
an unusual extent and these epi¬ 
demics are known to have been 
caused by polluted waier. 

This great work is another for¬ 
ward movement in the line of 
municipal sanitation and shows 
that the people are becoming edu¬ 
cated up to the recognition of 
those higher sanitary principles 
Which, when put into general prac- 
I tice, are destined to work a revo- 
lution in the prevention of disease. 
But there are those even now jvho 
! make light of this most serious 
problem, and who will not assist 
either by inlluenco or vote to es¬ 
tablish necessary sanitary im¬ 
provements in villages and cilies. 
Such persons are the incubus 
which the more intelligent and 
educated have to bear, and ail 
progress is made more difficult by 
their ignorant opposition, To such 
persons experience in the form of 
some deadly disease oft times 
brings the light which can he seen 
in no other way. -
